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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a transflective liquid crystal 
device comprising a combination of the structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A twist of angle theta of the liquid crystal layer sandwiched by the pair 
of substrates is in a range of theta </= 90 degrees, then an alignment treatment 
in a direction corresponding to the twist angle is applied onto each of the pair of 
substances in such a manner that in a state that no voltage is applied, a direction 
of the long axis of a liquid crystal molecule positioned (1/4) d (where d is a layer 
thickness of the liquid crystal layer) high from a surface of the one substrate is 
oriented to a direction that is perpendicular to a direction in which a space 
between the electrodes adjacent to each other extends. 

None of the prior art teaches an alignment treatment in a direction 
corresponding to a twist angle and the positioning of the long axis of the liquid 
crystal molecules either perpendicular or parallel, for the specified twist angles, to 
a surface at a height of (1/4) d, when there is no applied voltage.
